Of what importance is their individual 
political affiliation to administering the re­ 
sponsibilities assigned to them in connec­ 
tion with the farm program in this state? 
We have known Frank Reed and Ralph 
Hanks for years. We have not known Mr. 
Johnson. They came up from the ranks to 
the positions which they have occupied, step 
by step over a stretch of 20 years of a.ssocia- 
tion with PMA. 
We think it can be said that Mr. Reed 
and his associates have done a good job— 
conscientious and untiring in their efforts— 
a good job for the farm program and a good 
job for the farmers of Nebraska. 
It is Secretary Benson’s right to rail for 
new faces In PMA if he wants to. There was 
a hint of what has taken place nearly a month 
ago in the news columns when the dispatches 
rev ealed that Secretary Benson had asked 
Nebraska’s senators, Hugh Butler and Dwight 
Griswold, for recommendations. It may hav e 
been reading something Into the lines that 
was not there, but the news dispatches did 
not tflsclos« any great happiness on Sen. But­ 


ler’s part with the announcement that the 
PMA state organiration was to dev elop on 
the basis of senatorial recommendations. Sen. 
Butler gav e it a rather light, casual, airy 
brushoff. 


Why not? We doubt that the people of 
rural Nebraska, after adequate thought, will 
be especially happy in the knowledge that 
the state PMA committee seemed to be 
a 
m atter of senatorial choice. The farm ers have 
always clamored to run their own show*. All 
three men stepping out are still farm opera­ 
tors. Each served as a community and county 
committeeman and as a field man before ad­ 
vancing to the state level in PMA activities. 
There may or there may not be signifi­ 
cance in the fact that the resignation of Mr. 
Reed and his associates becomes effectiv e at 
the time that Nebraska wheat grower* go to 
the p<» Ils to determine whether marketing 
quotas are to he inv oked on the 19 54 wheat 
crop. But at least Mr. Reed’s successor, Parr 
Young of Nehawka. had

lic lands and forests, 
we pledge the elim­ 
ination 
of 
arbitrary 
bureaucratic 
p r a c - 
tices.” That, section of the Aiken-Hope bill 
to which thé Post enters vigorous dissent— 
most properly so, it seems to us—is a pro­ 
vision which would make many of the admin­ 
istrative decisions of the secretary of agri­ 
culture regarding u.se of grass on the na­ 
tional forests in 14 western states subject to 
court review.

He said he had entered the 
University of California in 1931 
with $2,000 he had earned plus 
the financial backing of a father 
who was fairly well off, hence 
nad devoted himself to frater­ 
nity life, frivolous matters, tak­ 
ing no interest in politics until 
he got out of law school.

He said he might have said 
something along this line, though 
not quite so rabid, during the 
week he handled orientation in 
1943 at his Charleston, S. C., 
Army post. He pointed out that 
many people were making pro- 
Soviet remarks at that time. 
Questioned about the charge 
that he had joined various Red 
fronts, Condon said he had con­ 
tributed to many causes and at­ 
tended many meetings that he 
w'ould not have anything to do 
with now. His “joining” began 
right after he left law school in 
1938 when he said a lot of other 
people joined causes, too. He 
denied ever making the state­ 
ment that he -was going into 
politics in order to do himself 
and the Communist party some 
good. 
The congressman admitted 
he had been arrested eight or 
nine times In his y outh, mostly 
for drunkenness. On one occa­ 
sion, he recalled, he had got 
into a scrap with a policeman. 
He said that when he ran for 
C ongress, his opponent knew 
all about this but did not use 
It because they were ev ents 
of his y outh.

City Improvement Needs Piling Up 
SOME CITY officials and oth­ 
ers close to the city's opera­ 
tion are beginning to feel the 
1950 special election which lifted 
the city’s taxation limit far from 
solved 
L i n- 
coln’s 
finan­ 
cial problems. 
As a matter 
of fact, many 
believe 
t h e 
city is slipping 
m o r e a n d 
mifre e v e r y 
year into an 
impossible po­ 
sition so far 
as capital Im- 
p r o v e - 
m e n t s 
are

concerned. This feeling, as well 
as the problem the City Council 
faces in adopting a new budget, 
is well pointed out in recent bud­ 
get discussions. 
How, asked one city official, 
can the city expect to operate 
succe.ssfully 
when 
a 
10-year 
backlog of capital improvements 
must be squeezed bit by bit into 
the budget every year? 
And 
how, he asked, can the regular 
capital improvements that must 
be made each year be taken care 
of when all capital outlay goes 
for improvements that should 
have been but could not be made 
in past years? 
In the coming year’s budget, 
three departmental superinten­ 
dents 
submitted 
supplemental 
budgets. 
The 
superintendents 
knew they would probably be 
given no money for the items 
wanted but they 
thought the 
Council shodid know what is 
needed in addition to the bare 
e.s.sentials nece.ssary to keep their 
departments running. 
Building S up e r i n t e n d e n t 
Charles Saal submitted a supple­ 
mental budget of $27,000 for im- 


provemcnts to various city build­ 
ings and equipment. 
Street Su­ 
perintendent Lynn Myers sub­ 
mitted a supplement for $29,100 
in badly needed but 
not vital 
equipment. 
Park Superintend­ 
ent James Ager submitted a sup­ 
plement for $7,250 to cover the 
cost of some much-needed park 
e(}uipment. 
All of these items, plus some 
that were cut from the budget 
and others that were not even 
submitted, represent money that 
will have to be appropriated at 
some 
later 
date. 
Thus, 
this 
year, 
as it was last year, the 
city is attempting to catch up 
with 
its capital improvements 
but is still falling behind. 
it 
ft it 
A 
v e r y m a j o r capital im­ 
provement, possibly a new 
building, must be faced by the 
city at some time but nothing 
is being done at this time to 
meet the issue. This needed im­ 
provement is found in the city 
library. 
In 
submitting 
his 
budget, 
Charles E. Dulrymple Jr., direc­ 
tor of the city libraries, made a 
supplemental report which con­ 
tained 
in 
part the 
following 
statement: 
“ . . . Over the past several 
years we have had the increas­ 
ingly difficult situation o f an in­ 
adequate building which strictly 
limits the development of library 
service. 
The building for basic 
operations, the main library, is 
inadequate. 
Work space, stor­ 
age space and public service 
areas are sub-standarci.” 
Dalrymple points out 
in 
his 
budget in several instances that 
budget requests arc not made for 
any extension of activities but 
merely for maintaining the ex­ 
isting level of service. 
As shown by this year’s bud­ 


get request, there are several 
capital 
improvement 
projects 
which eat up a major share of 
any money that might be avail­ 
able for such activity. 
Tlie.se 
items 
are 
$279,000 
in 
sform 
sewers, $42,850 in street lights, 
$78,400 in improvements to 4*^- 
telope Creek and $32,000 for one 
sanitary relief sewer near 14th 
and R. 
Those four items alone would 
call for a levy on present city 
valuations In excess of 3.5 mills. 
All four are still being debated 
by the Council for either inclu­ 
sion or exclusion from the bud­ 
get.

SUGGESTIONS ha v e 
been made for solving the 
situation. One suggestion would 
have the Council levy every year 
the limit in taxes permitted un­ 
der the law. 
The Council to 
date has shown a definite reluc­ 
tance to take that road. 
The other .suggestion calls for 
the planning of a long range 
capital 
improvements 
program 
and the .submitting of a bond is­ 
sue to finance the plan at a 
special election. 
Such a program, it was .sug­ 
gested, could be divided up into 
three, four or as many single 
packages as feasible so voters 
could have a choice of those 
things they felt they wanted 
done immediately with a bond 
issue and those they felt should 
still be carried along with the 
city’s general operating budget. 
A special election may be upon 
the city this fall. 
While the 
City Council already intends to 
.« submit the storm sewer program 
to a vote, it might be wise to 
consider parks, streets, the li­ 
brary and other phases of op­ 
eration in the light of a possible 
overall improvement program.

I do not believe that state­ 
ment IS true, and sugg^'st that 
you cite a single instance of the 
adoption of a legislative bill in 
Nebraska since 1920 without a 
roll call vote.

A quick check of 
House Rolls adopted by the bi­ 
cameral session of 1933, for ex­ 
ample, shows that only 16 per 
cent of them went to conference 
committee and the House Jour­ 
nal show's a roll call vote on the 
final passage of every one of 
them. 
It would be a fine thing if Con­ 
gress would install an electrical
